BANQUET 2000 - COME AND GONE 


The annual PCNS banquet was held in mid-June with about two dozen members attending.

We heard that BINGO had to be abbreviated this year, due at least in part to the lack ofa 
private room. The restaurant we have used for several years is no longer willing to reserve an 
entire room for us without our guarantee of 60 people in attendance.

REMEMBERING IRENE LISS 


Irene Liss, a member of PCNS for many decades, died following prolonged health 
problems on April 28th. She had lived in San Francisco for more than 70 years and 
was a member of PCNS for much of that time. Irene collected orders and 
decorations, and she had been a regular exhibitor at coin conventions during the 
1950s-60s. 


Born Irene Helen Laramee, she married noted SF numismatist Earl Parker in 1930. 
Following his death in 1964, Irene married Clifford Liss, another local collector in 
1966. Both Irene and Clifford attended PCNS and related events as long as their 
health permitted. Even after they no longer attended monthly meetings, they 
regularly attended our annual banquet until Clifford’s health began to fail in the 
early 1990s. 


Irene’s obituary notes that she is survived by her children, several grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren and her sister, and that she was a member of PCNS. 

Her daughter, Jeanne Sartor, provided us with details including the fact that Irene’s 
social life for many decades centered around numismatics, and she was proud of her 


membership in PCNS.
